Rancocas Champion Makes His 
Final Appearance This Year.

Easily Accounts for Pimlico Serial 
Weight-for-Age Race at One 
Mile and an Eighth. 



BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 8.— Zev, the great- 
est of money winning thoroughbreds in 
the history of the American turf, made his 
final bow for the 1923 racing season this aft- 
ernoon at rimlico when he was a cantering 
winner of the Pimlico Serial Weight-for-Age 
Race over the mile and an eighth distance. 
The conqueror of Papyrus was only opposed 
by H. Alterman’s Homestretch, winner of 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup, and Scott P. 
Harlan’s Tryster, winner of all three Serial 
Weight-for-Age Races of last year. These 
were utterly unable to make the brown colt 
fully extend himself and his final victory 
for the year was indeed an easy one. 

It was a bright day for the sport, but with 
a bit of sting in the air. The crowd was a 
big one and the entertainment excellent In 
addition to the final appearance of Zev for 
the year there was the Monkton Steeplechase 
over the three-mile course that brought an- 
other victory to the Cosden silks when Fas- 
kadale, the homely little gelding, carried 
Norman Kennedy home in front of J. E. 
Widener’s Houdini. A three-quarters handi- 
cap for all ages was another of the offerings, 
and while the other races were for horses 
of less quality they offered an interesting 
setting for the big events. 

In the mile and an eighth Pimlico Serial 
Weight-for-Age race that fell to Zev, it 
was Tryster that set the pace and Sande 
had the Rancocas Stable’s champion under 
double wraps back of him and the ordinary 
pace permitted Homestretch to be closer 
to the front than is usual in his races. Be- 
fore the run through the backstretch was 
completed Tryster began to weaken and 
at the same time Homestretch closed up with 
a great rush. But Sande had Zev under 
restraint and when he loosened a wrap 
the brown dashed away into a good lead 
and at the end he was only cantering. 
After the finish Lang worked Homestretch 
out a full mile and five-eighths and it was 
his final preparation for his engagement tn 
the two and a quarter miles of the Pimlico 
Cup to be run Monday. The son of Bard 
of Hope finished out this long journey in 
impressive fashion and no doubt remains of 
his readiness for his big engagement. 

ANOTHER FOR FASKADALE. 

As usual William Garth continues to dom- 
inate the steeplechase and little Faskadale, 
the narrow waisted but big hearted imported 
jumper, added another to his score when he 
stuck it out for the three mile course and 
outgamed sturdy old Houdini. 

Roi Craig was the one to cut out the pace 
and Norman Kennedy rated Faskadale along 
alter him, with Minata and The Trout not 
far away and Dolly Byers had Houdini gal- 
loping along at a hunting pace back of the 
ethers. All five of the horses were jumping 
well and for the first turn of the course 
there was no change in the running posi- 
tions. The Trout was the first one to show 
signs of weakening and as he began to falter 
Houdini moved up slightly, but Roi Craig 
was still going strongly in the lead and 
little Faskadale was well under restraint 
as he held to second place. 

In the front field the last turn of the 
course Ferguson moved with Minata and the 
old gelding dashed up on the outside until he 
seemed to have a real chance. The move was 
made a bit early, but the old fellow was 
going exceedingly well until he stumbled so 
badly at a back field fence that Ferguson 
was unseated. By this time Byers had moved 
with Houdini and he was in third place. 
Put Faskadale had closed up on Roi Craig 
and thougli the Greentree Stable cast-off was 
going along gamely it was evident that the 
Cosden jumper had him beaten. 

Byers was driving Houdini and the old 
gelding was responding resolutely when he 
was bothered by the loose running Minata. 
Finally Byers found clear sailing and he wore 
down the tiring Roi Craig, but Faskadale 
still had plenty left and he held the winter 
campaigner safe the rest of the way. 

ANNAPOLIS TO FLINTSTONE. 

The Annapolis Handicap, for all ages, fur- 
nished a good contest when John E. Mad- 
den’s Flintstone slipped through next to 
the inside rail in the stretch to be winner 
from H. C. Fisher's two-year-old fully Nellie 
Morse, with Robert L. Gerry’s Cyclops a 
fast closing third, ahead of J. K. L. Ross’ 
Feylance. 

Wildrake, Nellie Morse and Flinstone were 
the ones to cut out the pace, with Feylance 
a close third. Cyclops began a bit slowly

Zev has piled up such a princely amount of 
winnings that long since all has been for- 
gotten of the effort to bring Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s Exterminator to a greater figure. 
Last spring it seemed inevitable that the son 
of McGee and Fair Empress would top Man o’ 
War, the super horse that set a new mark at 
which to shoot. All winnings were compared 
with the Man o’ War accomplishments, but 
now it will be Zev’s mark that will be the 
target at which to shoot. 

There is no possible chance this year for 
any horse to even approach the winnings of 
Harry F. Sinclair’s great three year-old, and 
it is doubtful if his figures will be surpassed 
for many a year, even in this day of immense 
purse values. 

But it is interesting to know that an effort 
will be made to have Exterminator race again 
He is being prepared for a campaign at Ti- 
juana during the winter, and should all go well 
with him he will reach his goal of passing the 
Man o’ War record, even though he will have 
no chance to catch Zev. There are few thor- 
oughbreds in American racing history more 
popular than Mr. Kilmer’s old gelding, and 
he earned his popularity in long years of 
honest and brilliant endeavor. If he is brought 
back he must be brought back to something 
approaching his former greatness. It would 
be better never to make the attempt of hav- 
ing him come back than to have him back 
racing among the cheap horses. He has done 
too much for the turf to suffer the indignity 
of descending to the selling plater ranks. If 
ever a horse earned the right to honorable 
pension and a life of ease to the end of his 
days it is this same Exterminator. The old 
fellow has been rested most of the summer, 
after having gone amiss in Maryland last 
spring, and for some time before being shipped 
back to Maryland he was working along at 
Mr. Kilmer’s Sun Briar Court at Binghamton, 
N. Y. 

His exercises there suggested that he would 
race again creditably, and it is for that reason 
that the Tijuana campaign has been decided 
upon. It is great news that Exterminator is 
coming back, but he must come back in fash- 
ionable company, or he must not be brought 
back at all. 



Kentucky has entered the last lap of its 
1923 season with the opening of the Churchill 
Downs meeting. There are ten days of sport 
at Churchill Downs, taking the racing year iu 
that state to November 17. 

It has been by long odds the most success- 
ful year in the history of racing, and there are 
still some truly important prizes that are to 
be decided. Early in the year there seemed to 
be a good chance for New York and the East 
to dominate the big classics, but after Zev 
had started off so auspiciously by winning the 
Kentucky Derby there was scant nourishment 
for the invaders, though the Kentucky Oaks

This is the j 
spirit that is healthiest for the turf, and it was ' 
so thoroughly shown in the running of the 
International race when Zev defended the honor 
of our thoroughbreds against Papyrus, the ; 
Epsom Derby winner. It was also shown in • 
the running of the Latonia Championship. 
That was a race where the sectional feeling ran 
high between New York and Virginia, and 
then along came Kentucky with In Memoriam 
to beat both Zev, the New Yorker, and My 
Own, the Virginian. 



In his race at Pimlico Wednesday Time Ex- 
posure was put to a severe test, and it was 
one that he met like a real good horse. In a 
field of nine starters he stumbled badly as 
he left the barrier and grabbed himself as 
McAtee tried to rush him after his opponents. 
The others were away running and Time Ex- 
posure had a big gap to close, which is some- 
thing to accomplish over a track that has 
difficult footing and in as short a distance as 
six furlongs. The son of High Time circled 
around his company in real race horse fashion, 
and he had to race seconds faster than the 
time of the race would indicate to make up the 
ground that was lost by his misfortune at the 
break. It would not be surprising if Time 
Exposure found his way to a place among the 
topnotch three-year-olds of next year. 



In that great race it will always be re- 
membered that while several of the Kentucki- 
ans remained loyal to In Memoriam many 
others were more financiaPy interested in the 
fortunes of one or the other of the invaders. 
All these Kentuckians forgot all about any 
financial interest when In Memoriam charged 
on Zev in that stretch run and came on to 
beat him handily. All they knew was that a 
Kentucky colt was making good over a New 
Yorker and a Virginian. That meant more 
to the Kentuckians than anything else, and 
just as long as that spirit can be fostered a 
big thing is being done for racing. The thor- 
oughbred has no native heath — he belongs to 
the wide world — but there is the pride of hav- 
ing produced the individual. That is just 
where this sectional feeling counts. And it is 
a feeling that means much to the breeding 
industry. 



Frank J. Farre’l has a particularly likely 
juvenile in Time Exposure, the chestnut son 
of High Time and Photo. This colt has been 
a long time coming to hand, but Willie 
Knapp has him at himself now, as his last 
four races will testify when he was winner of 
each. This colt is by the Keene-bred sire of 
Mrs. Vanderbilt’s Sarazen. While he has not 
shown enough to warrant the belief that be 
will be the equal of his brilliant relative, he 
is surely a colt of promise, and the way he 
is racing these fall days suggests that he will 
be a three-year-old of considerable merit. 



It is pleasing to note in discussing Time 
Exposure that Willie Knapp is another trainer 
that recently graduated from the saddle who 
is making good adequately as a trainer. His 
score was a double Wednesday when the Time 
Exposure victory was followed by a victory for 
Horologe. Both winners met with racing mis- 
fortune that demanded fitness to be home win- 
ner. Each had to be good enough to offset 
this bad racing luck, and Knapp had them 
in a condition to make that possible. Pony 
McAtee, the rider for the stable, is another of 
the Farrell outfit that strictly belongs, and 
right now with such promising material in his 
racing establishment there is every promise 
that the silks will return to the prominence 
they enjoyed on the turf a few years back 
when the late Frank Weir presided over the 
stable.

Twenty Years Ago Today 

Chief Turf Events of Nov. 9, 1903 

Racing at Jamaica and Latonia. 

Dan McKenna, three-year-old son of Pirate 
of Penzance and Lady Modred, owned by J. C. 
Milam, staged a duel lasting the length of the 
stretch with Thane today at Latonia and tri- 
umphed over the latter by a head in as ex- 
citing a finish as has ever been witnessed at the 
Covington track. At the three-quarters post of 
the mile and a sixteenth journey the three- 
year-cld’s margin was one and a half lengths, 
but at the head of the stretch the older horse 
had cut this down to a neck and from there 
to the finish they fought it out hammer and 
tongs, but Dan McKenna is game and he stuck 
it out to win by a head. The others never fig- 
ured seriously, the betting indicating that it 
was strictly a two-horse race. 

L. V. Bell’s River Pirate was an easy winner 
of the all aged handicap which featured the 
second day of racing at Jamaica. At the finish 
he was five lengths before Tribes Hill and 
with jockey Gannon having a strong pull on 
his head. He gave away much weight to 
the rest and was much the best. The distance 
was one and one-eighth miles. The winner was 
under restraint for the first three-quarters and 
when jockey Gannon sent him after the pace- 
maker, Demurrer, he easily caught and passed 
the latter to win eased up. Demurrer tired 
fast in the final eighth, being beaten out for 
any portion of the purse by Tribes Hill and 
Brigan, which finished in the order named. 
The secondary feature of the program, the 
Grecnpoint Selling Stakes, fell to that consist- 
ent sprinter Sweet Alice, w’hich defeated Irene 
Lindsey by a head in a driving finish. This 
was the second time within a week that thes 2 
two met and the result of the first meeting 
was identical with that of today, Sweet Alice 
winnning by a head from Irene Lindsey, with 
only a pound difference in the weights, the 
former carrying 95 pounds and the latter 105.
